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BOARD SCOUTS FORD OFFER 


Shipping Officiele Await Return of Chairman From 
Parley With Magnate on Scrapping Boats

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Members of the Shipping Board for 
the most part were in a mood little inclined toward a policy of whole- 
sale scrapping of ships tonight as they awaited the return of Chairman 
O’Connor from Detroit and Buffalo with details of his conversation —ů ik 
with Henry Ford concerning the purchase by the latter of 400 of 
board's ships. Mr. O'Connor is expected here tomorrow. 


Several commissioners expressed 
themselves frankly as opposed to 
any policy of scrapping, while oth- 
ers said the question should be in- 
quired into thoroughly. 

President Palmer of the Fleet 
Corporation indicated he thought 
some ships might be scrapped 
when the merchant marine and 
naval reserve needs had deen 
cared for, and the belief was gen- 


eral that if any of the 900 ships 
tied up should be: destroyed they 
would be for the most part the 
300 idle steel lakers. 

Views as to the junking of these 
ships, however, ranged from the 
opinion none should be sold for 
this purpose until every effort had 
been exhausted to dispose of them 
for operation to a proposal that 
about fifty be reserved and the rest 
sold for breaking up. In any event, 
it was said, should a policy of 
scrapping be decided upon, in any 
degree, bide would be invited in 
open market, in which case Mr. 
Ford would probably have to meet 
competition. 

The lakers cost from $600,009 to 
$780,000 to butld and some have 
been sold recently at from $25,000 
to $35,000 net. 

Viewe as to the price they might 
command for junking vary from 
$5000 to $10,000 each, Similarly, 
estimates varied as to the cost of 
their maintenance in idleness, 
ranging from $500 to $850 a year, 
while the total annual cost of 
maintaining the entire idle fleet 
was placed at different figures, 
from $1,000,000 to more than 
$2,000,000.

KINGSBAY (Spitsbergen) May 
14.—The bl that howled out 
of the West Su and which led 
Roald Amundsen to say he felt 
the hand of God had intervened to 
prevent the fight to the North 
Pole last week has apparently 
spent itself. We awoke today un- 
der a cloudless sky and with the 
breath of spring in the air. 

The wind which raged across 


this settlement again choked the 
harbor entrance. Ice Tuesday 
turned back the expedition ship 
Hobby when she attempted to 
teach Green Harbor for mail 
aboard’ three sealing vessels. One 
of the sealers was caught and is 
now locked in an ice prison. 

Tuesday evening the snow and 
wind abated and the four engines 
of the two flying boats in which 
the 600-mile flight for the pole 
will be attempted were warmed 
up. All four performed so well 
that Mechanic Green officially de- 
clared them O.K. It now only re- 
mains to keep them so. ‘There is 
much speculation about the trial 
flights and the hop-off. It has not 
yet been decided whether to make 
preliminary trials or to combine 
the trials with the hop to the air- 
plane base at Danes Island. 

It is possible that the planes win 
start for the pole, and if every- 
thing proceeds smoothly simply 
keep on going. The hesitation 
about the trials is due solely to 
the fear of damaging the planes in 
landing on the ice. The Amund- 
sen statement last week ng the 
end of May or the first of ne for 
the hop-oc to the pole has not 
changed the genera! opinion of the 
expedition that, should the weather 
prove favorable, the dash will be 
made sooner.
